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John Kruspe studied with Douglas Bodle and Anton Kuerti at the Faculty of Music and 
was appointed to a full-time position in 1973. When house-hunting in North York in 1990, 
he and his wife Cathie were shown a house on Brahms Avenue; instantly they realized that 
Fate had intervened, and so they immediately placed an offer. Since then he has become 
increasingly attached and attuned to everything Brahmsian; this concert is one logical 
outcome. 

The order of these Klavierstucke has been selected in part because of the tonal and 
motivic connections underlying them. There was both rhyme and reason behind the order 
in which Brahms presented his pieces for publication; similarly, there is some method in 
the apparent madness of this grouping. The pairing of op.117 nos. 2 and 3 in their original 
sequence offers a demonstration: although written in keys seemingly very distant from 
each other (B-flat minor and C-sharp minor), the left hand’s D-flat in the final chord of no.2 
is sustained in the listener’s ear until its enharmonic equivalent appears in the opening 
C-sharp of no.3.
